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WORLD  BOVINE  HIDE  PRODUCTION  AND  TRADE 
CONTINUES  TO  FALL  IN  1979  c 
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Production 

World  production  of  bovine  hides  and  skins  depends 
directly  upon  the  bovine  inventory,  the  rate  of  slaughter, 
and  the  recovery  rate  from  natural  death  losses.  In  the  long 
term,  the  size  and  sex  composition  of  the  inventory 
determines  the  future  potential  hide  supply,  whereas  in  the 
short  term,  the  rate  of  slaughter  determines  the  supply.  This 
rate  is  dependent  upon  price  and  demand  factors  and 
certain  other  related  conditions,  such  as  drought  and 
disease. 

The  United  States  remains  the  world's  largest  producer, 
followed  by  the  USSR  and  the  European  Community  (EC). 
These  three  producers  account  for  slightly  over  55  percent 
of  total  production  for  the  49  specified  countries.  The 
United  States  alone  accounts  for  about  25  percent. 

The  slaughter  rate — total  slaughter  for  a  12-month 
period  as  a  percent  of  beginning  inventory — for  the 
combined  regions  of  North  America,  Latin  America, 
Oceania,  and  Western  Europe  offers  the  best  probable 
short-term  indicator  of  world  hide  production  in  the 
absence  of  any  accurate  statistical  data  on  an  individual 
country  basis.  Most  country  data  for  hide  and  skin 
production  are  fragmentary  and  are  based  mainly  on 
estimates  of  commercial  slaughter,  which  may  or  may  not 
include  farm  slaughter,  and/ or  an  estimate  of  hides 
recovered  from  natural  death  losses. 

These  four  regions  combined  have  nearly  45  percent  of 
the  world's  cattle  numbers,  account  for  slightly  over  60 
percent  of  the  world's  slaughter,  and  produce  about  70 
percent  of  the  total  output  of  bovine  hides  and  skins  on  a 
green-weight  basis.  On  a  per  piece  basis,  these  hides  weight 
about  27  kilograms  (60  pounds)  each. 


Total  cattle  slaughter,  including  calves,  in  the  United 
States  for  1979  is  currently  forecast  at  37  million  head, 
compared  with  44.3  million  head  in  1978.  Current 
prospects  are  that  total  U.S.  slaughter  will  drop  slightly 
during  1980.  Based  upon  the  cyclical  theory,  U.S.  slaughter 
will  likely  peak  again  in  the  mid  1980's,  barring  further 
unforseen  disturbances. 

Paralleling  cyclical  trends  in  bovine  slaughter,  hide  and 
skin  production  for  49  countries  (see  attached  tables)  rose 
to  a  high  of  4,624,000  metric  tons  in  1977  and  then  turned 
downward  to  4,568,000  tons  in  1978  and  an  estimated 
4,475,000  tons  in  1979.  Continued  declines  in  production 
are  projected  at  least  through  1980  or  1981. 

Generally,  the  peaks  in  slaughter  lag  inventory  peaks  by 
about  2  years.  Also,  there  is  a  definite  cyclical  pattern  in  the 
slaughter  rate  for  these  four  regions  combined.  During  the 
last  two  cycles,  these  slaughter  rates  have  ranged  from  low 
of  slightly  under  23  percent  in  1973  to  a  high  of  almost  28  in 
1963.  Slaughter  for  1976  was  26.8  percent  and  was  probably 
around  the  28  percent  figure  in  1977  and  1978. 

However,  beginning  with  1979,  this  rate  should  show  a 
steady  annual  decline  through  1981  and  possibly  1982.  The 
recurrence  of  a  slaughter  rate  of  26-28  percent  will  probably 
occur  again  in  1984  or  1985. 


Trade 

World  exports  in  bovine  hides  and  skins  for  the  49  specified 
countries  continued  upward  through  1978  and  set  a  new 
high  of  1,669,000  tons.  The  growth  in  exports  is  attributed 
to  the  increased  bovine  slaughter  and  demand  from  foreign 


tanners.  Exports  for  1979  are  expected  to  drop  almost  6 
percent  from  the  previous  year's  record  as  a  result  of  the 
decline  in  slaughter. 

The  United  States,  EC,  and  Australia  continue  to  be  the 
world's  principal  exporters  of  bovine  hides  and  skins. 
Combined  shipments  from  these  three  exporters  accounted 
for  more  than  80  percent  from  the  49  specified  countries  in 
1978.  The  United  States  alone  accounted  for  42  percent  of 
the  total. 

Several  developing  countries  that  were  formerly 
important  producer-exporting  nations  of  raw  bovine  hides 
and  skins— Argentina,  Uruguay,  Paraguay,  Paraguay, 
Brazil,  Colombia,  India,  Pakistan,  and  Morocco— have 
implemented  trade  policies  that  have  altered  their  historical 
export  patterns.  Basically,  these  countries  seek  to  restrict 
exports  of  raw  hides  and  skins  while  encouraging  exports 
and  restricting  imports  of  leather  and  leather  products. 
Licensing,  taxes,  quotas,  and  embargoes  are  commonly 
used  to  restrict  exports  of  hides  and  skins,  and  limit  leather 
Imports  and  rebates,  grants,  and  subsidies  are  used  as 
incentives  to  encourage  finished  leather-product  exports. 
Very  little  was  accomplished  in  liberalizing  these  barriers 
during  the  recent  concluded  trade  negotiations  under  the 
General  Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade  (GATT). 

On  the  import  side,  Japan,  South  Korea,  and  Italy  (an 
EC  member)  remain  the  world's  largest  importers  of  bovine 
hides  and  skins.  Spain,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Romania, 
and  other  EC  members  such  as  France,  West  Germany,  the 
Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  also  significant 
importers.  The  USSR  was  once  an  important  importer  of 
raw  bovine  hides  and  skins,  but  now  depends  upon  Eastern 
Europe  for  an  increasing  proportion  of  finished  leather 
goods.  Several  West  European  countries,  particularly  EC 
members,  are  both  prominent  exporters  and  importers  of 
bovine  hides  and  skins. 

Specific  countries  in  Eastern  Europe,  South  America, 
and  the  Far  East  are  continuing  to  promote  further  growth 
in  the  tanning  and  manufacturing  of  leather  products 
intended  principally  for  export.  To  utilize  these  expanding 
capacities  to  their  maximum  extent,  these  nations  are  being 
forced  to  rely  more  heavily  upon  third-country  suppliers 
for  their  raw  hides  and  skins — principally  the  United 
States. 

Exporting  Countries 

UNITED  STATES.  Since  1953,  the  United  States  has 
been  a  net  exporter  of  bovine  hides  and  skins.  Increased 
slaughter,  expanded  use  of  synthetic  leather  and  other 
nonleather  materials,  increased  imports  of  leather  goods, 
and  the  declining  output  of  leather  shoes  by  the  domestic 
industry  has  made  the  United  States  the  world's  largest 
exporter  of  bovine  hides  and  skins.  Exports  as  a  share  of 
total  domestic  production  increased  from  about  25  percent 
in  the  early  1960's  to  almost  47  percent  in  the  early  1970' 
and  rose  further  to  just  slightly  under  60  percent  during  the 
last  3  years.  For  1979,  the  share  will  probably  approach  70 
percent. 


Similarly,  the  United  States  share  of  total  exports  for  the 
49  specified  countries  rose  from  26  percent  in  early  1960's, 
to  38  percent  in  the  early  I970's,  and  to  a  record  high  of  43 
percent  in  1977.  While  it  dropped  in  1978  to  42  percent,  for 
1979  it  will  probably  equal  the  43  percent  set  in  1977. 

U.S.  exports  of  bovine  hides  and  skins  in  1978,  at  701,000 
tons,  were  exceeded  only  by  the  1976  high  of  708,000  tons. 
Exports  for  1979  are  forecast  at  680,000  tons — a  3  percent 
drop  attributed  to  the  smaller  supplies  available  for  export 
and  higher  prices.  Japan  continues  to  be  the  largest  export 
market,  accounting  for  about  one-third  of  total  foreign 
shipments.  Other  growing  markets  for  U.S.  bovine  hides 
and  skins  include  the  Republic  of  Korea,  China  (Taiwan), 
Mexico,  Romania,  Spain,  Yugoslavia,  Italy,  and  Canada. 
These  nine  markets  accounted  for  86  percent  of  total  U.S. 
exports  in  1978.  Other  important  markets  include 
Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  the  USSR,  West  Germany, 
France,  and  the  Netherlands. 

AUSTRALIA.  Although  its  bovine  hide  and  skin 
production  still  trails  that  of  the  United  States,  the  USSR, 
Argentina,  and  Brazil,  Australia  has  been  the  world's 
second  largest  exporter  since  1971. 

Exports  rose  to  a  record  195,200  tons  in  1977/78,  but  are 
expected  to  drop  to  an  estimated  188,000  tons  in  1978/ 79  as 
a  result  of  reduced  slaughter.  Export  data  by  country  of 
destination  are  not  available  for  recent  years,  but  based  on 
earlier  data,  Japan  was  the  principal  export  market, 
followed  by  West  Germany,  Poland,  and  Italy.  New 
Markets  include  South  Korea  and  China  (Taiwan). 

OTHERS.  Some  EC  countries  (France,  West  Germany, 
the  Netherlands,  and  the  United  Kingdom),  New  Zealand, 
South  Africa,  and  Canada  export  significant  quantities  of 
bovine  hides  and  skins.  EC  exports  are  primarily  within  the 
Community,  but  small  shipments  also  go  to  other 
European  and  Far  East  destinations. 

New  Zealand's  markets  are  principally  Italy  and  Poland. 
Canada's  are  the  United  States,  the  Republic  of  Korea, 
Italy,  USSR,  Japan,  and  Poland,  Based  on  earlier  export 
data.  South  Africa's  markets  were  Italy,  Spain,  and 
Portugal. 

Importing  Countries 

ITALY.  Italy  surpassed  Japan  in  1976  and  has  retained 
its  position  as  the  world's  largest  importer  of  bovine  hides 
and  skins  since  that  time.  Imports  during  the  last  3  years 
represented  almost  23  percent  of  the  total  for  the  49 
specified  countries.  Italy  buys  hides  from  practically  every 
nation  in  the  world,  with  its  largest  purchases  coming  from 
France,  West  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  the  United  States,  Canada,  South  Africa,  and 
Argentina. 

JAPAN.  Japan  is  the  world's  second  largest  importer, 
accounting  for  slightly  under  20  percent  of  total  imports  for 
the  49  specified  countries.  As  a  small  cattle  producer,  Japan 
is  dependent  upon  imports  to  fulfill  the  demand  for  both 
domestic  and  export  leather  manufactures.  Imports  during 
the  last  2  years  were  about  10  percent  below  the  1975  high  of 
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293,400  tons.  Early  Japanese  forecasts  for  1979  indicate 
that  imports  are  likely  to  total  only  230,000  tons,  or  a 
further  drop  of  15  percent  from  the  1978  level  of  271,300 
tons. 

REPUBLIC  OF  KOREA.  This  country  is  the  world's 
fastest  growing  importer  of  bovine  hides  and  skins.  Its 
annual  imports  were  less  than  1 0,000  tons  prior  to  1 970,  but 
rose  to  a  record  149,300  tons  in  1978,  or  a  fifteenfold 
increase.  The  United  States  continues  to  be  the  principal 
source  of  supply,  but  increased  purchases  from  Australia, 


New  Zealand,  and  Canada  are  making  significant  inroads 
in  this  market.  Early  Korean  forecasts  for  1979  indicate 
that  total  imports  are  likely  to  total  only  119,500  tons, 
because  of  rising  prices  for  the  reduced  quantity  available 
for  export.  Also,  the  Koreans  are  actively  seeking  other 
sources  of  raw  bovine  hides  and  skins. 

OTHERS.  Several  other  countries  importing  significant 
quantites  of  bovine  hides  and  skins  include  West  Germany, 
the  Netherlands,  France,  Sweden,  Czechoslovakia, 
Poland,  Yugoslavia,  and  China  (Taiwan).
